Madrid, February 13. 
‘Few days ago a Courier brought the 
News hither.of the Arrival of two Ships 
at Cadiz. One of them is the Capi- 
tana of the Fleet from Barlovento, com- 
manded py Don Andreas de Arriola ; the 
other is a private Ship of Sennor Diego:Sanchez, fent 
by the Duke d’Albuquerque Viceroy of New Spain. 
They have brought a Million of Crowns for the King. 
His Majefty has made the Duke di-San Pietra Ge- 
neral of the Horfe ‘of the Dutchy of Milan. Father 
Froylan Diaz of the Order of St, Dominick,Confeffor 
to the late King, is nominated to the Bithoprick of 
Avila But ‘ris {aid’he fcraples to accept of 1. We 
learn by the laft Letters from the Camp before Gi- 
braltar, that the Befieged made a-Sally the 30th of 
laft’Month with an inconfiderable Number of Men, 
-buvthar as foonasour Troops advanc’d againft them 
they retir’d'to their Covert-way. Two Englifh men 
that came over into: the Camp the fame day,confirm’d 
what others had reported of the ill Condition of the 
Garrifon. The next day a Captain of Grenadiers 
who came'over likewife added, that his Regiment 
which confifted of 600 Men when he entred the Place, 
was reduc’d to 300, and that the Defertion would be 
‘very‘grear, but for theexact Guard the Prince of 
Datmftad-caufes to be.kept. The 7th the neceffary 
»Difpofitions “were*made ‘for attacking the Enemy’s 
Pafte [a Pafte is a Platform of an oval Figure, with 
a Parapet-to it ;}.and Intrenchments on the Hill. 18 
Companies. of ‘Grenadiers, ‘9'of them ‘Prench and 9 
‘Spaniards, were commanded on this Service. The 
Signal beitig'given, “6‘Companies that came from 
 Caftile mounted the Hill with fo great Bravery, that 
the Enemy abandon’d their Poft. There was greater 
“Refiftance made on the other fide, yet the Affailants 
‘made themfelves Mafters of the Paffe, and nothing 
remain’d for them to do bur to:make'a Lodgment : 
But the Enemy’s Fire- redoubled in fuch a menner, 
that our Men who were on the Hill being put into 
Diforder retir’d,’not being able to lodge themfelves 
thére.On this Occafion about 100:Men were wounded, 
-and 29 kill'd. Fhe-Marthal de Theffe was expected, in 
‘ofder to the making a new‘Attempt on that fides

Vienna, Feb. 18. Fhe great Confidence - Prince Eu- 
gene: of Savoy’ has in the Valour of the Danifh Troops 
and ‘their Affection to the Service of the Allies, makes 
him infift urgently on their marching with him to I- 
taly. He does all he can to get that Body of Troops 
putinto.a good-Condirion : They were reduc'd by 
hard Service ftom 80¢0-Men to 2800. “Monfieur de 
Weiberg, the Danifh Envoy, endeavours as far as lies 
in his Power to gratify Prince Eugene in this Matter; 
and has given him Hopes the faid Troops will be made 
6000°Men compleat before the Campaigd is open’d ; 
yet thinks himfelf oblig’d to make fome Difficulties 
about their ferving agen in Italy, becaufe they fuffer’d 
fo much there before ; and demands that fome réa- 
fonable and fit Stipulations be made in their ‘Favour 
before rleey go. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Feb. 28. 

Pars, Feb. 28. Letters of the 13th Inftant from 
the Camp before Verue advife, that the Sieur de La- 
para arriv’d there the oth; that the Siege advanc'd 
flowly becaufe of the extream Rigour of the Seafon, 
and of the Abundance‘of Rain and Snow that had 
fallen feveral days almoft without Intermiffion, That 
however, the Artillery of the Battery rais’d on the 
Eminence, batter’d with Succefs the Square Fort that 
vers the Enemy's Bridge. That the Duke of Savoy

daving but few Infantry left, they were much more 
fatigued than the King’s Foot, and deferred in great 
Number. We have Advine, that at the time che 
Grand Prior of France attack’d the Enemy becween 
the Lake of Garda and the Adige, the Count de Me- 
davi, who commands on the Oglio, put himi@f in 
Motion to give the Enemy Employment and ad- 
vanc'd to Torbole. The 3d of this Month he detach’d 
the Count de Lautrec with 500 Horfe, with order to 
go towards Brefcia,to get News of the Enemy. With- 
in half a Mile of that [own he was inform’d, that 
1000 of the Enemy’s Horfe, and fome Foot with 
Cannon, were abroad to endeavour to cut him off, 
which oblig’d him to march back again. On this 
fide of the Bridge of Mela, he found the Enemy had 
pofted fome Trowps of Dragoons on the Right; that 
20 Paces furthe: 2 Body of Cuiraffiers ftood drawu 
up crofs the Road ; and that a little further ftill be- 
yond a Defile, ‘the reft of the Enemy were pofted in 
Batrallia, in a Meadow that was neceffarily to be 
pafs'd. The Count de Lautrec charg'd the Cuiraf- 
fiers Swora in Hand, broke and overthrew them ; and 
rallying his Troops, when they were got through the 
Defile, .he attack’d with like Vigour the Body the 
Enemy had form’d in the Meadow, broke into and 
open’d himfelf a Paffage through them, with no mote 
Lofs than of about 40 Men kill'd or taken. But in 
this laft Charge he was wounded through the Body, 
and afterwards carried to Brefeia Prifoner on his Pa- 
tole. The Generals Vifconti and Serini have taken 
“very great Care of him, and this Wound is in a fair 
way of healing. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated March. 3. 
Geneva, Feb. 20. We receiv’d Advice yefterday,; 
that the Muleteers who had undertaken to carry Mon- 
fieur de Lapara’s Baggage to the Camp before Verue, 
difobeying his Orders to keep on the fame fide of the 
Po he-did himfelf, he had the Mortification to fee all 
\ his Baggage feiz’d and carried off by a Party of Huffars. 
To day pafs’'d through this City a French Officer,who 
left the Camp before Verue the 17th Inftant ; he re- 
ported the Place-is like to hold out a great while ftill, 
-that the Duke of Vendome lofes a great many Men 
befote it, as well by the hard Seafon, as by the Fire 
‘of the Artillery of the Befieged and efpecially by the 
Scones they caft into his Trenches out of 6 Mortars. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated March 3. 
the Camp before Crefcentino, Feb. 12. The 
great Snows that fall incommode us extreamly, but 
we comfort our felves that the Enemy fuffer more. 
‘This Morning all the Sick and Wounded in Verue 
were bronght hither; His Royal Highnefs went in 
to day'to fee the Condition of the Place, and found 
it may ‘hold out to the End of this Month. Yefter- 
day: the Ingenier Lapara view'd all the Enemy’s Ar- 
tacks , and the Work they have begun to ruine a 
Fort'fituate below Verue at the Head of our Bridge 
of Communication: The Enemy's Deferters affure 
us,' that Monfieur Lapara thinks this new Work ufe- 
lefs, ‘feeing his Royal Highnefs can eafily remove his 
Bridgeup higher, without prejudicing his Commu- 
nication with the Place; And in fhort, this Commu- 
nication can no way be cut off, but by the Enemy’s 
driving us from this Camp, or taking the Place: ’Tis 
true the Breaches are large enough to invite them to 
attempt the latter by Storm, but they dare not hazard 
it for fear of our Mines. His Royal Highnefs has de- 
clar’d, that whenever the Duke of Vendome hall 
make an Affault upon the Place, he will be in it per- 
fonally to kelp to defend it. 
Letters from Cologne of the 27th of February, fay 
3 Regiments of the Elector Palatine’s Troops had re- 
ceiv’d pofitive Orders to begin their march 
or 
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for Italy } and that like Orders will fpeedily be given 


to 3 more of that Elector’s Regiments. : 

Lis advis'd from feveral Places in Germany, that 
the Duke of Savoy having not only made very preiling 
Inftances and Remonftrances to the Court of Vienna, 
to haften the Succours defign’d him ; but having fent 
Signior Hypolito his Adjatant General, on the fame 
Errand, to the Court of Pruffia; ‘tis not to be doubr- 
ed that the Forces which are to march to Italy from 
Bavaria, will certainly begin their March very {pee- 
dily ; and efpecially the Pruffians that are there, 
who wait only the coming of the Recruits which by 
Order of his Pruffian Majefty are actually marching. 
from the Electorate of Brandenburg to them, and the 
‘Arrival of the Prince of Anhalc Deifau their General ; 
to fet forward without Lofs of Time. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Mar. 3. 

Triers, Feb. 23. The 20th the Marfhal de Villars 
fet out from Luxembourg «6 go to Sirck and Saar- 
Louis, to take a Review of the Troops there, as he 
has already done of thofe ac Metz, Thionville, Lux- 
embourg, and other Places. He has forbidden the 
firing of Artillery at whatever Town he goes to, either 
at his Arrival or Departure. The Enemy give our 
they have 36000 Men ready to draw together in 48 
Hours.

that are in the Hond{rug and thofe that are quarter’d 
in and about Mentz, have Orders to hold themfelves 
in a Readinefs to march to joyn us: Mean time our 
Workmen are labouring with all poffible diligence on 
the Lines and other Works about this City, in Order 
to defend it againft the Enemy. The Huffars con- 
tinue to make Incurfions with Succefs into the Ene- 
my’s Country. 

Other Advices from Triers of the 25th of February 
import, that the Marthal de Villars had taken a near 
View of Saarbrug; that the Enemy’s Troops had 
begun to move towards Grevenmacheren, to c anton 
thereabouts till all be ready for their attacking Saar- 
brug and Triers; that they give out they have at 
Hand an Army of 36000 Men, and will augntent it 
to 65000: That the Generals of the Allies at Triers 
have reinforc’'d the Guard of the Pofts near that Place 
(fome of the Enemies Parties having appear’d about 
Cons Saarbrug) and keep Men hard at work 0 com- 

leat the Lines and Works which,are making round 
it 3 And that all the Troops between the Rhu! and 
the Mofelle, are in Motion or ready to move 3. part 
of them being order’d to draw towards Triers, and a 
greater Number towards Dagftoul, and Sr. Wendel. 

Hague, Mar. 2. Major General Vittinghof is arriv’d 
here from the Moffelle ; whence the States receiv’d 
Advice the 27th of laft Month by an Exprefs from 
General Hompefch, that the Enemy continuing to 
make great Preparations on that fide, the Coumr de 
Noyelles bad thought fit to march to vand 
fecure the moft Important Pofts by which the Enemy 
might: attempt ro Pafs, computed there ares be- 
tween 14 and 15000 Men in and about Triers; be- 
fides the Troops that are Quarter'd act fome further 
Diftance ; ai] which have Orders to march at the firft 
Notice.
